A SERIOUS BLOW 


To Immense Combinations of Capital-Other Concerns 


May be Proceeded Against—Four Jurists 


Dissent from Majority's Opinion. 


New York, March 
15.—Influential 


men in the financial district realize 
this morning that the decision of the 
supreme court in the Northeri Secur- 
ities company case is a serious blow 
to immense combinations of capital. 
Other alleged combinations such as 
the beef, sugar, coal, steel and oil 
trusts, as well as many big railroad 
companies, that have gobbled up com- 
petitors will it is believed, be event- 
ually proceeded against. " 


As telegraphed to The Advocate yes- 


terday afternoon the United States su- 
preme court delivered an opinion in 
the merger case of The Northern Se- 
curities 
Company v. 
The United 


the- governmejifs 


contention, that the merger was il- 
legal. 


Four of the justices dissented from 


he five constituting the majority. 


Very soon after Justice Harlan had 


concluded hia presentation of the case 
it became evident that the court ha/1 
divided on the questions at issue, and 
as other opinions were announced, it 
developed that there not only had been 
a very close shave for the government, 
tat that one of the members of the 
court who cast his vote with the ma- 
jority entertained opinions of Ms own, 
which fact rendered the decision all 
:he more marked and interesting. 


This was Justice Brewer, who, while 


lie concurred'in the result, announce-! 
n an independent opinion of his own 


ihat he held the view that previous 
anti-trust decisions had been 
more 


sweeping than was justified. 


Four of the nine justices dissented 


outright These were Chief Justice 
Fuller and Justices White, Peckham 
and Holmes. 


The opinions of Justice Harlan and 


White were long, while those of Jus- 
tices Brewer and Holmes were com- 
paratively brief. 


All told, the court consumed two 


hours and three-quaiters in disposin> 
of the case. The fact was noted by 
several persons that ihe argument in 
ihe case was begun Dec. 14, jusr 
three months previous to the decision. 
..=*J&r.Jso_impc>rtant a case this is con- 
sidered a very brief interim between 
ihe arguments and the decision. 


Here is ihe court's judgment in 


brief: 


A combination by means of this 


company was formed in restrainc of 
commerce, violating the anti-trust act. 
The company monopolized or attempt- 
ed to monopolize interstate commerce. 
When the effect of an agreement is to 
prevent competition the agreement is 
prohibited by the law. To prove chat 
a combination exists within the moan- 
ing of the law, it is not necessary to 
show that the immediate effect is to 
suppress competition or to establish 
a monopoly. Ownership of a majority 
of its stock constitutes the control of 
a corporation.

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Many persons who keenly feel the

The Consumer is Footing the Bill. 


The neutrality instructions issued by 


the President to our public officials are 
entirely proper, and they should be 
carefully observed. At the same time 
the President himself and his secre- 
tary of state should take the instruc- 
tions to themselves and sedulously en- 
deavor to prevent us from getting en- 
tangled in any complications because 
of -their utterances or acts with refer 
ence to the pending hostilities between 
Russia and Japan. 


The report that the Russians 
have 


evacuated Wiju, Korea, and retreated 
across the Yalu is important. It indi- 
cates that the Japanese forces are ap- 
proaching that place, and that the Rus- 
sians are not likely to make any seri- 
ous opposition in Noi"thern Korea. 
Wiju is the port which was recently 
declared open by the emperor of Korea 
upon the solicitation of the American 
minister. If it has been burned by the 
Russians, as the report states, how- 
ever, its value for commercial pur- 
poses, as well as for military occupa- 
tion, is likely to be impaired for some 
time to come. 


The 
Cannon 
presidential 
boom, 


which had such a sensational birth in 
the House of Representatives on Fri- 
day, is said to have already collapsed. 
When the excitable congressmen calm 
ly thought over what they had done 
ihey realized that the President was 
likely to be after them with a big stick 
if there was any persistence in their 
foolishness. Nevertheless, the incident 
showed that many of the Republican 
national lawmakers are disgruntled 
with Roosevelt, and that they would be 
glad to stick a knife into him if the3r

Iowa dispatches indicate that the 


death of Senator Hanna is already en- 
couraging the Cummins men to renew- 
ed exertions for tariff revision.

Minnesota Frogs. 


St. Paul and Minneapolis arc the lar- 


gest frog markets in the world. The 
total receipts for the past year from 
the frog catchers of the state exceeded 
500,000 dozen, requiring the slaughter 
of no less than 5,000,000 frogs. Five 
years ago no frogs were shipped out of 
Minnesota. Xow the business amounts 
to upward of $100,000 a year. A novel 
industry has grown up in St. Paul and 
Minneapolis in supplying the United 
States with frogs' legs. Frogs are 
found in other states, of course. In the 
south the supply will probably never 
become exhausted, but there are no 
frogs like the Minnesota product for 
the epicure. This is attributed to the 
clear, cool water which is found in 
Minnesota's 10,000 lakes, in which the 
frogs live and have their nests. Frogs' 
legs are purchased all through the 
states by shippers from the two cities, 
and this occupation gives employment 
to more than a hundred families, who 
make a good living the year around.—

;ust after reaching: his majority ami 
had since been connected with the 
r-iints of Philadelphia. San Francisco 
and rvow York. 


Twenty years ago he was appointed 


supervisor of the melting and refin- 
ing department of the New York i?int. 
and held that position until his death. 
The funeral was held this afternoon. 


Somerset, O., March 15.—William 


Jackson, the oldest citizen of Somer- 
set, if not of Perry county, who died at 
his home on West Main street Sunday 
night, was buried here today. Mr. Jack- 
ton has been failing in health for some 
time. He was a cousin of General An- 
drew Jackson, for whom he cast Ms 
first vote when but 1? years of age. 


"I voted for General Jackson," he 


said in his droll way, "because his 
name was the same as my own and al- 
though I was not of age a few years 
did not make so much difference in 
those days.'" 1 he grandfathers of Wil- 
liam H.'-lackson, the deceased, and 
of the Confederate general. Stonewall 
Jackson, were brothers. 
The grand- 


uncle, for whom tlie deceased 
was 


named, lived back of Maysville, Ky., 
and was an intimate friend of Daniel 
Boone. He served m both the Mexican 
and Civil wars. 


Mr. Jackson was prominent as a mu- 


sician, an expert actor and a good 
band instructor. He belonged to the 
first baud in Somerset, organized in 
1835. For a number of years he trav- 
eled with shows as musician and musi- 
cal director. In his day Mr. Jackson 
was the true friend of many of the 
best known musicians and circus pro- 
prietors of this country. He was the 
friend of Ned Kendall, who played the 
bugle before the crowned heads of Bu 
rope. Another of his friends was Dick 
Willis, also a bugler of no small abil 
ity. Mr. Willis was a brother of N. P 
Yv*illis, the poet. Mr. Jackson has lived 
in Somerset all his life and is held in 
high esteem by the boys and girls ^hi 
have been born and raised within sigh 
of his house. Mr. Jackson was a cab 
inet maker by trade. 


He is survived by several children 


and a number of grandchildren.
